SCHEDULED FOR AUCTION IN MAY

The 13-acre Parcel 5 tract of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) will be on the auction block May 
27. A notice to this effect was posted last week on the 
property. Declared surplus in 1981, the tract is located 
north of the National Agricultural Library (see map) and 
bounded by U.S. Route 1, Sunnyside Avenue, Rhode Island 
Avenue and Buchanan Road.

The concept for a new 
swimming pool complex out¬ 
lined at a meeting with arch¬ 
itect David Almy on March 
18 can be summed up in two 
words: exciting and expen¬ 
sive. Almy of Sullivan & 
Almy, Inc., a firm which has 
designed several indoor and 
outdoor pools in the area, 
proposed a 25-yard indoor 
pool with six or seven swim 
lanes that would conform to 
standards for competitive 
swimming. 

The pool would have an addi¬ 
tional area behind a bulkhead for 
entering the pool on a slope which 
at one side would be “zero depth,” 
thus allowing the handicapped or 
even wheelchairs to enter the pool 
on a gradual slope, known as the 
“beach end.” This feature, which 
Almy said is often seen in Euro¬ 
pean pools, would totally elimi¬ 
nate ladders and steps. 

T he , would 

have movable bleachers for spec¬ 
tators at swim meets. It would 
house an office and staff area, 
new locker rooms and toilet fa¬ 
cilities; all of these would be 
shared with the outdoor pool. 
There would be a whirlpool spa 
(commonly known as a jacuzzi) 
which could accommodate 20 per¬ 
sons. The building at pool level 
would cover 19,000 square feet; 
the lower level, which would be 
above ground along one side be¬ 
cause of the slope of the land, 
would house the filtraHnn and 
mechanical equipment, with room 
left over for exercise rooms and 
other amenities. These amenities 
arc important, said George Ro- 
gala, Recreation Supervisor in 
charge of the pool operation, be¬ 
cause they attract users from 
outside the city and help pay for 
its operation. 

Almy proposed a pre-engi- 
neered, metal building with all 
metal surfaces protected with a 
rust-proof coating which, he said, 
really works; the roof would have 
moveable translucent roof panels 
and clerestory windows so that 
the building's atmosphere would 
be improved for use in the sum¬ 
mer. Almy emphasized that at¬ 
mosphere in a natatorium is very 
important to overcome the com¬ 
bination of humidity and chemical 
smell which too often pervades 
the air of an indoor pool. To com¬ 
bat this problem, Almy recom¬ 
mended a state-of-the-art heat¬ 
ing, drying and ventilation sys¬ 
tem as well as visual amenities, 
particularly lots of light 
Outdoor Pool 

Stating flatly that “the 
pool you have has outlived its 
useful life,” Almy raised the pos¬ 
sibility that the outdoor pool 
might be in trouble with health 
authorities if repairs are not un¬ 
dertaken soon. (At Monday's reg¬ 
ular council meeting, where he 
again discussed his design ideas 


for the outdoor pool, he softened 
this statement somewhat, saying 
that he did not want to appear to 
be predicting that this would hap¬ 
pen. However, he went on to say 
that while the pool shell is in 
pretty good shape, the decks are 
in “questionable” condition, the 
skimmers are leaking, the gal¬ 
vanized piping is unrepairable, 
and the T2C' length doesn't meet 
any competitive swimming stan¬ 
dard.) Rogala affirmed that the 
pool is leaking 40,000 gallons of 
water per day, mostly from the 
diving pool. 

The rehabilitation which Almy 
proposes included (as in the in¬ 
door pool) a bulkhead to shorten 
the pool to make a competitive 
area of 25 meters (outdoor rac¬ 
ing being usually done in me¬ 
ters, indoor in yards, he ex¬ 
plained) and an entrance area 
with a “zero bottom” slope like 
the one in the indoor pool. Re¬ 
pair of the pool with a new gunite 
liner, new decking over the old 
decking, new Alter and electrical 
systems and renovation of the 
idler room made up the other 
parts of the proposed work on 
the outdoor pool. 

Both the indoor and outdoor 
pool would have new stainless 
steel “rim flow” gutters which, 
Almy said, continuously skim wa¬ 
ter off the entire pool surface. 
Other systems remove water at 
only 8-12 places around the pool. 
He said the rim flow system re¬ 
sults in much better water qual¬ 
ity. 

Both pools would also have a 
gradual entrance slope which 
would vary from zero depth to 
level of the pool bottom at the 
bulkhead, Almy said that this 
slope answered once and for all 
the question of access for the 
handicapped; he also said that it 
may eliminate or lower the use 
of a baby pool, since parents can 
play with their children on the 
slope and allow the children to 
seek their own most comfortable 
depth as they do at the beach 
Costs 

The indoor pool estimate pre¬ 
sented by Almy totaled almost 
$2.5 million dollars Almy said he 
had confidence in the estimate ex¬ 
cept that the allowance for site 
work might be subject to revision 
if unusual conditions are found. 
This figure does not include the 
architect’s fee for design work. 
According to an estimate present¬ 
ed by City Manager James K. 
Giese at the March 18 meeting, 
the total cost of the indoor pool 
would be $2.8 million. 

Almy's estimate for the reno¬ 
vation of the outdoor pool (but 
not the old bathhouse) is slightly 
less than $341,000 without archi¬ 
tectural fees. Giese's estimate, 
which includes those fees, was 
$375,000. Almy said he had not 
included renovation of the old 
bathhouse in his design because 
the costs would be almost impos¬ 
sible to estimate because of the 
unknowns of rotten wood and 
See POOL, page 4 , col.

Council Authorizes 
Architect to Begin

At its regular meeting on 
March 23, the city council de¬ 
cided to move ahead with plans to 
renovate the outdoor pool after 
the 1987 swimming season. The 
question was added to the agenda 
by Council member Joseph Isaacs, 
who said he was concerned about 
starting promptly on the renova¬ 
tion so that work could begin 
immediately after Labor Day and 
be completed by the Memorial 
Day opening time in 1988. 

Pool architect David Almy ex¬ 
plained that barely sufficient lead 
time exists now to do the design, 
take bids and let contracts if the 
work is to start right after Labor 
Day. In answer to a question by 
Council member Antoinette Bran, 
Almy said that the work could 
be put off a year but he cited a 
list of deficiencies in the present 
pool which cannot be expected 
to get any better. Chief among 
these is a 40,000 gallon per day 
leak. According to George Rogala, 
Recreation Supervisor, the leak 
has been getting worse in the 
last few years. 

Isaacs' motion to authorize 
Almy to begin work for rehabili¬ 
tation of the outdoor pool was 
supported by Bram and Council 
member Edward Putens, Bram 
termed the renovation “a priority 
item”. Putens said he felt that 
“we need to take steps now”. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, how¬ 
ever, disagreed. He said that a 
major expenditure of money such 
as the estimated $375,000 which 
the project will cost should be 
discussed with the staff and in 
a work session before the decision 
is made. Council member Thomas 
White, agreeing with Weidenfeld, 
put it even more strongly. He 
noted that estimated costs for the 
indoor and outdoor pools exceed 
the funds available and that the 
council should not approve “half 
a plan” without the usual steps 
of council consideration. 

However, Isaacs’ motion to 
start the design process was ap¬ 
proved 3 to 2, with Weidenfeld 
and White opposed.

This action by the Government 
Services Administration (GSA) 
to auction the land appears to 
have ended negotiations by the 
University of Maryland to ac¬ 
quire 9.6 acres of Parcel 5 for 
an Agricultural Biochemical Cen¬ 
ter proposed to be developed in 
conjunction with BARC. Report¬ 
edly the University could not 
meet GSA's price for the land. 
However, it is not known at this 
time whether the University will 
ofter a b?d at the auction. 

Over the years local, state and 
federal elected officials have re- 
^’ cfp d excessing of land within 
BARC. 

The BARC Master Plan adopt¬ 
ed in 1983 designated Parcel 5 
for grass research and future of¬ 
fice use. But BARC had advised 
the National Capital Planning 
Commission (NGFC) in 1985 that 
Parcel 5 was “no longer critical 
to its mission in agricultural re¬ 
search” and that it was “unreal¬ 
istic to expect any future office 
development on the site.” 

BARC officials also said that 
the turf program could be ac¬ 
commodated elsewhere on the in 
stallation. Then, in its April 4, 
1985 report NGPC agreed that 
GSA should be allowed to sell 
9.6 acres of Parcel 5 with the 
remaining 3.3 acres retained by 
BARC “to ensure the character 
a nd integrity of the setting” o f

the library and the BARC head¬ 
quarters complex. At the time 
NCPC recommended that the 
surplus land’s future use “should 
be park, open space or related 
agriculture research which re¬ 
spects, and is sensitive to, the 
library and Agricultural Research 
Service headquarters complex.” 
The GSA decision, however, puts 
the whole tract u-p for sale. 

Auction 

The auction on May 27 will 
take place on the Parcel 5 site 
at 11 a.m. A sign on the tract 
states that the land’s potential 
is “prime commercial.” 

According to Steve Fisher, 
planner for the Maryland Nation¬ 
al Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (M-NCPPC), the 
tract is now zoned rural residen¬ 
tial. The Prince Georges County 
zoning ordinance states that 
when federal land is converted to 
private ownership it is automati¬ 
cally zoned Open Space if the 
land involved is over five acres. 
M NCPPC staff then has a six- 
month deadline to recommend a 
zoning map change for the land 
to the Prince Georges County 
Council sitting as the District 
Council. Then it is up to the Dis¬ 
trict Council to make the final 
zoning decision. 

A GSA spokesman in Atlanta, 
Georgia said that there already 
have been over 30 inquiries from 
potential buyers who, he said, 
See BARC, page 5, col.

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Not Enough Pools 

The 3-19-87 letter entitled 
“Plenty of Pools” shows an un¬ 
fortunate lack of understanding 
of what makes Greenbelt Great, 
and a lack of insight into the 
indoor swimming pool situation 
in the area. 

For those few who are fortun¬ 
ate enough to have an extra 4b 
minutes to an hour to waste driv¬ 
ing to and from other communi¬ 
ties* pools, that’s line. . . . 

Greenbelt maintains its com¬ 
munity spirit partly through the 
variety of activities provided for 
everyone to enjoy right here. An 
indoor swimming pool is badly 
needed and long overdue. A pool, 
unlike so many of our recrea¬ 
tional facilities, will provide pro¬ 
grams for all ages. 

Our seniors and others fre¬ 
quently cannot drive or would ra¬ 
ther save their resources for 
something besides gas. Many 
young mothers don’t have a fam¬ 
ily car to use daily. Public trans¬ 
portation is not an alternative. 

An indoor swimming pool will 
provide many opportunities for 
recreational, rehabilitative, and 
therapeutic swimming. These in¬ 
clude water safety courses, water 
aerobics, learn-to-swim sessions, 
Roosevelt High School swim team 
practice time, synchronized swim¬ 
ming, water polo : winter practice 
time for the Greenbelt Swim 
Team, Masters swimming, lap 
swimming and so on. 

Activities done with friends and 
neighbors are a lot more enjoya¬ 
ble than those done by individuals 
elsewhere. The Greenbelt Swim 
Team was bumped out of the 
Colesville Pool when a Montgom¬ 
ery County team wanted a time 
slcifc. My daughter got the only 
non-Montgomery County slot for 
a lifesaving course, because coun- 
ty residents get first choice. The 


University of Maryland Pools are 
not an option for most of us and 
time there is very limited. 

There is increasing pressure on 
all the area indoor swimming 
pools because more people are 
moving into the area and greater 
numbers are discovering the de¬ 
sirability of swimming. Swim¬ 
ming is secondary only to walking 
as the most common form of exer¬ 
cise. Swimming puts much less 
stress on bones and joints than 
most other forms of exercise. 
This is the only effective exercise 
that some individuals can partici¬ 
pate in. 

Not only is Greenbelt growing, 
but the demand for more recrea¬ 
tional opportunities is also grow¬ 
ing. A community that plans to 
provide an improving quality of 
life for itself attracts the kinds 
of new citizens who look for and 
appreciate these advantages and 
are willing to support them. 

We have already voted for a 
bond issue to build an indoor 
swimming pool. There are rea¬ 
sonable ways to supplement it. 
The mandate has been given. The 
longer we hold back, the more 
costs will escalate. Let’s not make 
a ‘“poolish” mistake. 

Let’s keep Greenbelt a great 
place to live.

structural problems. His design 
leaves the structure intact to be 
renovated as an activity building 
at a future time at additional 
cost. 

Comments and Questions 

After Almy's presentation, 
Giese led off the discussion by 
asking the recreation staff what 
this plan did not have. Rogala 
answered by saying that it needed 
amenities if the pool is to ibe self- 
supporting, He said that national 
statistics show that only 10-20% 
of the summer swimmers will use 
an indoor pool. Therefore, the 
pool must attract swim teams and 
other users who will come to use 
exercise equipment, saunas and 
the spa. 

Giese said he thought the de¬ 
sign raised two real considera¬ 
tions: should the old bathhouse 
be saved and is the placement 
the best one? Giese said the 
charrette had recommended green 
space where this design puts the 
pool and access road). 

Council member Joe Isaacs ask¬ 
ed whether the pool could be 
bubbled to served as an all-year 
pool. Almy replied that it could 
be done but it wouldn't last. He 
estimated six years as the life 
of the bubble. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld asked whether money could 
be saved by designing the pools 


to use the same filter system and 
Almy said “No.” He also asked 
about warranties on the building 
and was assured that it would be 
covered by guarantees. 

Council member Ed Putens ask¬ 
ed whether costs were saved by 
locating the two pools together. 
Almy assured him that the sav¬ 
ings were substantial; he said 
this location made possible “com¬ 
bining the most expensive parts 
of the building,” such as the 
locker rooms, as well as avoiding 
duplication of utility and *site 
work costs. Recreation Director 
Harry G. Irving also said that 
his department had evaluated 14 
sites and that this site was 
judged best of the city-owned lo¬ 
cations. 

Costs were clearly the primary 
question for those attending the 
meeting. Putens said he had been 
approached by people who are 
asking, “How much are we going 
to support? How much would it 
mean on the tax rate?” His con¬ 
cern about costs was ably sec¬ 
onded by questions from Joe Wil¬ 
kinson, who asked about the ac¬ 
tual cost (saying that estimates 
tend to be exceeded) and the tax 
rate increase it will cause. He 
advised council not to rush into 
this. He also asked why an in¬ 
door-outdoor pool is not being 
considered, Almy replied that no 


complex looking from the 
concept as presented by 

mdoor-outdoor pool compares 
with an outdoor pool in June or 
July because “you are always in¬ 
doors.” 

'Lily Goldberg agreed with this 
assessment, saying she would not 
go to an indoor-outdoor pool in 
the summer. She also supported 
renovation of the outdoor pool, 
saying the city should get rid of 
the patch-up work which it has 
been doing for years. Park and 


rtecreanon Advisory tfoard Chair¬ 
man Keith Chernikoff called the 
renovation of the outdoor pool 
“essential.” 

CPR instructor Betty Sonne- 
? veldt, however, said she was 
afraid to support renovation of 
the outdoor pool because the cost 
of that work would doom the 
prospects of the indoor pool by 
further reducing the funds avail¬ 
able. She suggested that bond 
money slated for other uses might 
be diverted to the pools. 

Old Bathhouse 

William Stratton disagreed that 
* l the old bathhouse should be re- 
ij garded as a “millstone around our 
I necks,” describing it as a strong 
r feature and recommending adap¬ 
tive reuse. Giese asked Almy 
what the design might have look¬ 
ed like if he had been told to 
tear the old bathhouse down. 
Almy replied that it “might have 
been a whole new ballgame” and 
the design might have had a dif¬ 
ferent shape. 

Many of those who attended 
the March 18 meeting are active 
in swimming and sports in the 
city. They seemed to support the 
outdoor pool renovation almost 
unanimously. The indoor pool con¬ 
cept raised more questions but 
these were mostly in the area 
of costs. Few comments appeared 
to reflect disapproval of specific 
elements of the design being 
presented.

must register and submit a $200,- 
000 certified check in order to 
participate in the auction. 

It is not an “absolute auction”, 
he noted* adding that following 
the proceedings on site, the high¬ 
est bid is reviewed along with the 
appraisal and, if it does not equal 
the fair market price, tho bidder 
will be asked to raise tha bid. 
Then, if the bid is turned down, 
there will be a “reoffering”. 

Biochemical Center 
In 1085 the initial reaction of 
Congressman Steny Hoyer, a 
long-time foe of disposing of 
BARC land, was favorable to the 
University's proposal for an Ag¬ 
ricultural Biochemical Center on 
Parcel 5, since this use would be 
compatible with BARC’s mission 
and iuture plans. Similarly, Prince 


Georges County Executive Parris 
Glendening at the time gave his 
nod of support. 

The proposed Center was en¬ 
visioned as a core research facil¬ 
ity 'that would eventually involve 
as many as a hundred scientists 
from BARC and the University. 
The University's draft proposal 
stated:: “Such a building would 
enhance the current impres¬ 
sive research interactions be¬ 
tween University and ARS (Agri¬ 
cultural Research Service) sci¬ 
entists”. There would be space 
for sequencing laboratories, for 
cell culture collections and tissue 
culture facilities as well as for 
symposia and regularly scheduled 
seminars and a public display 
area “where the promise and 
reality of biotechnology can be 
presented to the public”.

Officials will include the mayors 
of Greenbelt and Greenhills, 
Ohio, Gil Weidenfeld and Sue 
Jones; their city or village mana¬ 
gers, Jim Giese (Greenbelt) Don¬ 
ald Fieldstad (Greendale, Wis¬ 
consin), and David Moore (Green- 
hills). 

Speaking on “Greenbelt and 
the Sense of Community” will be 
activist Albert Herling; News 
Review editor Mary Lou William¬ 
son; Greenbelt Homes president 
Margaret Hogensen; and leader 
on cooperatives Bruce Bowman. 
Herling and Williamson are also 
past winners of Greenbelt's Out¬ 
standing Citizen award. 

Keynote 

Other conference speakers hail 
from all parts of the globe. But 
the keynote speaker — William 
Leuchtenburg — is American and 
a professor of History at the Uni¬ 
versity of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill. Leuchtenburg is the 
author of many books. His 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
New Deal, 1932-1940 earned nim 
the Bancroft Prize and the Fran¬ 
cis Parkman Prize of the Society 
of American Historians. He has 
also edited a number of docu¬ 
ments on FDR and The New Deal. 
Leuchtenburg has been a fre¬ 
quent commentator on TV pro¬ 
grams dealing with national is¬ 
sues related to the presidency of 
Ronald Reagan. Though he has 
never been to Greenbelt, Leuch¬ 
tenburg reports that he is looking 
forward to seeing the city crafted 
by the FDR administration. 

Jean Gottmann, Professor 


Emeritus at the University of Ox¬ 
ford and at the Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes (Paris) is a French geog¬ 
rapher and urbanist who was born 
in Kharkov. Russia, and lives in 
England. He has been interested 
in the foundation, planning and 
development of new towns around 
the world and has studied their 
growth in Paris; Tsucuba, Japan; 
and in Israel. He is the author of 
19 volumes and about 200 papers 
published in scholarly journals. 
Megalopolis, which he wrote in 
1961, is his best known work.

David Graham Hall is coming 
to the conference from England 
where he is the director of the 
Town and Country Planning As¬ 
sociation, a national lobbying 
group in the United Kingdom.

For 50 years Greenbeit has been the subject of docu¬ 
mentary films, masters’ and doctoral theses, newspaper 
articles and books. A steady flow of planners, architects, 
reporters and students have visited the Tugwell Room at 
the Greenbeit Library and Greenbeit Homes, Inc., in their 
tour of the city. This year, Greenbeit achieves celebrity 
status, making a star appearance on television and in a 
number of publications. 

“The New Towns,” an original 
documentary film has been pro¬ 
duced by WETA-TV, Channel 26, 
and will air at 9 p.m., Friday, 

May 1. This film portrays the 
three major new towns in the 
Washington area — Greenbeit, 

Reston and 'Columbia. It was the 
effort of .Anne Meglis of the con¬ 
ference planning committee of the 
50th Anniversary Committee that 
first sparked the interest of 
WETA. 

The show is one hour in length 
and many scenes that might have 
portrayed Greenbelt’s people more 
extensively wound up on the cut¬ 
ting room floor, according to Jeff 
Bieber, assistant producer for the 
film.

The New Carrollton Mall seems an unlikely place to 
find a pleasantly decorated restaurant serving homemade 
Italian pasta and thin slices of fine quality veal. Antonio’s 
is a nice surprise. If you enter the restaurant from inside 
the mall, you first walk through a dimly-lit bar and are 
rather startled with the contrasting back room of pink 
tablecloths, candelabra ceiling lights and candy-striped wall¬ 
paper.

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50 Years Ago 
In Greenbelt 

by Mary Moien 

There are numerous stories about the activities over 
the years in Greenbelt that were organized for children. 
In the citys early days over half of the people were chil¬ 
dren. There were a brand new school, a swimming pool, 
the lake, miles of woods, and activities galore. 



What about the school? Green¬ 
belt Elementary was not just a 
school — it was the center of 
activity for all GreenbeIters. Chil¬ 
dren attended class there, of 
course ,but after school, play ac¬ 
tivities were held and adult or¬ 
ganizations met there at night. 
Church was held in the school 
building on weekends. 

The school was different too. 
This was a “progressive school.” 
Instead of the usual grading of 
A, B, and C, students were mark¬ 
ed as satisfactory or unsatisfac¬ 
tory. There was lots of reading 
and lots of play acting. One stu¬ 
dent remembered that he was not 
taught cursive writing, but that 
all pupils printed through the 
sixth grade. For most students, 
their first real touch with the 
outside world came when they 
graduated from Greenbelt Ele¬ 
mentary and moved on to Green¬ 
belt High School (now Greenbelt 
Middle School). It was at that 
point that teachers realized that 
many students coming from 
Greeribelt could not write in cur¬ 
sive. A quick catch-up course 
with lots of practice was neces¬ 
sary for these early Greenbelters 
to match other county students. 

Students travelled through the 
woods or along Crescent Road to 
the high school. Although the 
school was called Greenbelt High 
School, for the first time the 
Greenbelters were with other stu¬ 
dents from Berwyn Heights and 
Beltsville. It was a new exper¬ 
ience. 

The Pool 

The Greenbelt Municipal Pool 
was the first public pool to be 
built in Prince Georges County. 
A season pass for the entire fam¬ 
ily in the early years was about 
$5. Swimmers practiced in the 
pool all summer for the pool 
pageant that was held on Labor 
Day weekend. There were races, 
diving contests, exhibitions, and 
even a water ballet. June Ham- 
mersla Franklin remembered be¬ 
ing one of the mermaids in the 
ballet. “We all wore white caps 
and black suits and did all the 
things Esther Williams used to

County Strives to Improve 
Safety at Rail Crossings 

Prince Georges County Execu¬ 
tive Parris Glendening in October 
kicked off a year-long campaign 
to promote safety at railroad/ 
highway crossings in the county. 
He was assisted at an opening 
breakfast at the Greenbelt Hilton 
by members of the Maryland Op¬ 
eration Lifesaver Committee. 

Operation Lifesaver is‘ a na¬ 
tional program that aims to re¬ 
duce accidents and injuries at 
crossings through educating the 
public, improving the crossings 
themselves and enforcing existing 
traffic laws. 

Attending the breakfast were 
mayors, public works officials, 
school administrators, represen¬ 
tatives of police agencies and 
members of the Maryland Opera¬ 
tion Lifesaver Committee.
